The  yellow  stripes  you  find  on  Missouri  highways  mark  the 
nO'passinQ  zones,  stretches  of  highway  where  hills  or  curves 
moke  the  sight  distance  ahead  so  short  that  it  is  unsafe  to  attempt 
to  overtake  and  pass  another  motor  vehicle. 

Their  meaning  is  simple:  When  there  is  a  yellow  stripe  on  your 
side  of  the  center  line,  do  not  attempt  to  pass.  On  two-lane  road- 
ways the  yellow  no-passing  stripe  is  to  the  right  of  the  center  line, 
as  indicated  in  picture  (1)  above,  on  a  hill  and  in  picture  (2),  on  a 
curve.  On  a  three-lane  roadway  the  yellow  stripe  diagonally  across 
the  middle  lane  will  guide  you  back  to  the  right-hand  lane  through 
the  zone.  Here  the  yellow  stripe  is  just  to  the  right  of  the  lane  line 
as  shown  in  picture  (3). 

Four-lane  roadways  have  two  yellow  stripes,  one  on  each  side 
of  and  near  the  center  line  as  in  picture  (4).  These  stripes  are  con- 
tinuous on  all  four-lane  roadways  and  for  safety's  sake  should 
never  be  crossed.
